Brownsville, Tex., July 2.—[{Special.]— 
A general plot of Mexican agents in the 
United States to cause the destruction 
of American property and probably loss 
of life in all parts of the Union hae been 
discovered here by secret agents of the 
department of justice. 

The plot is said to have had its incep- 
tion in Browneville, 4 local Mexican 
lawyer who recently moved across the 
‘river at the request of the committee of 
citizens being alleged to have been the 
chief conspirator, 

Ramifications of the plot extended to 
the plains of Kansas and Iowa, where are 
employed thousands of Mexicans as sec- 
tion and harvest hands, shipped up north 
by employment agencies on the border. 


Meant to Blow Up Troop Trains. 
Among other things, troop trains were 
to be blown up wherever feasible and 
arrangements for the wrecking of sixteen 
regular mail trains on the International

FIELD KITCHENS 
GO TO FOREMAN 


Battery C Also Sent Hot 
Food, Cold Water, and 
Portable Cookers. 


Four lange portable field kitchens of a 


Europe are on their way to the Mexican 
border for the use of Col. Milton J. 
Foreman's First cavalry and Battery C 
of the Second battalion, field artillery, 
Capt. Roy B. Staver, commanding. 

The three kitchens for the use of the 
First cavalry were obtained through the 
efforts of Maj. R. R. McCormics. Down- 
state business men and bankers have 
been asked to bear the financial burden 
of furnishing the troops with this equip- 
ment. They have not yet been supplied 


Cook on the March. 

The kitchens are capable of roasting 
and boiling while on the march. and 
follow the column wherever sent, serv- 
ing,. without waiting, hot foods as well 
as cold sterilized water from fireless 
cooker cans. The machine is in two 
sections connected by a steel perch and 
‘ravels the same as artillery. 

During government tests recently 
made, one kitchen roasted, cooked veg- 
tables and made coffee while traveling 
in sufficient amounts to serve 260 men, 
asing two-thirds of the total capacity. 
\ further test of the fireless cookers 
showed. that breakfast could be cooked 
he evening before, placed in the cooker 
yottles and served hot without rewarm- 


type now being used by the armies in 


ing the next morning. 
Supply Firing Trenches. 

The section containing the flreless coc - 
er bottles can be disconnected from the 
portable stove and can be taken on their 
limber under cover of darkness to the 
firing line, where the men may be serve.l 
with their next day’s food hot. This 
does away with fires or smoke, which 
would give their location to the enemy 
Cold, sterilized water also can be deliv- 
ered to the men in the first trenches for 
later use.

MEXICAN PEACE 
ENVOYS IN U.S. 


Declare Our Taking Artil- 
lery Below Border Rouses 
Fears of the Peons. 


DENY NEED OF WAR.

Washington, D. C., July 2.—[Special.}— 
No word reached Washington today from 
Mexico City as to the reply of Gen. Car- 
ranza either to the president's ultimatum 
which was dtspatehed a weck ago or to the 
6,000 word Lansing warning of June 21. 

American artillery seems to be the big 
stumbling block just now in the way of 
an understanding between the American 
and Mexican people. The reason is that 
the Mexicans cannot understand why it 
should be necessary for the American 
punitive expedition, which is in Mexico 
for the avowed purpose of chasing ban- 
dits, to take artillery with it. 

Machine guns the Mexicans understand. 
But artillery? Never. 


Labor Men Give Reasons. 

This explanation of the reason Mezi- 
cans believe the punitive expedition is in 
Mexico for other than the announced 
purpose was given by five labor leaders 
from Mexico in an interview today. The 
five men were Louis M. Morones, Salva- 
dor Gonzalo Garcia, Dr. Abfl, Col. Ed- 
mund Martinez, and Carlos Loveira, who 
have come to Washington for a confer- 
ence with American labor leaders in the 
hope of averting a possible war between 
the United States and Mexico. 

The Mexicans gave a long list of rea- 
sons which caused the Mexican people to 
entertain distrust for the people of 
America and which caused them to be- 
lieve that all Americans are treacherous. 
Among these were the Mexican war of 
1848; the attitude of the American press 
in the revolution against Diaz; the actions 
of Henry Lane Wilson as the American 
ambassador to Mexico just preceding the 
murder of Madero and the ascendency 
of the Huerta government; the massing 
of forces on the Mexican border, and the 
rumors that American military railroads 
are to be built in Mexico. 

But nohe of these things compared, in 
the estimation ef the Mexicans, as an 
indication of treachery, with the fact that 
American artillery has been sent with 
the Pershing expedition.

Even if not compelled by law, it would not be 
discreditable, but, on the contrary, the essence of 
patriotic unselfishness, for guard officers in some 
cases to give way to younger and better equipped 
men. The truth is that under our fallacious vol- 
unteer system it requires one set of qualities to at- 
tract and keep men in the guard, but an entirely 
different fitness to command them in the field of 
actual warfare. There are men who have done ad- 
mirable service in getting up volunteeer organiza- 
tions and who quite humanly wish the reward of 


their efforts in the form of rank, who nevertheless of millions on projects which have been exposed as 


are not prepared by education, training, and experi- 
ence to do justice to their military responsibilities. 
If we were governed absolutely by strict standards 
of military efficiency such men, even at the vost of 
their disappointment, would be replaced by better 
fitted men. This would be justice to their country 
and to the men whose welfare is intrusted to them 
in bivouac and battle. 

If we had universal compulsory service we should 
not have to submit to this inconsistency or solve 
this problem of conflicting claims. As long as we 
have the volunteeer system we must respect the 
ambitions of men who in civil life work for the 
guard and who are not willing to retire from the 
high and honorable rank their hard work has won 
them in peace when war and the hope of higher 


honors come. It would be a very exceptional man : 
‘with a very rare devotion and unselfishness who 


should step down, take a lower rark, when the mo- 
ment for action came. And systems are not sup- 
ported by rare exceptions. 

The country owes a great debt of gratitude to 


officers devote hours of thought end effort, and often 
even draw on their private funds to keep up their 
organizations in a country where military service 


ought to be generously recognizéd and justly re- 
warded by appropriate distinctions. But the fact 
remains that modern conditions of war call for the 
most thorough, exacting, intensive professional prep- 


duce a large body of officers possessing it. The nat- 


civilian conditions do not permit of its adequate 
military development. As a result, while there are 
some few exceptions, we must under such a system 
rely largely in case of serious war upon half trained 
men under half trained officers, a situation exem- 
plified in the comparative ineffectiveness and useless 
waste of life in the present British armies.

FEEDING THE ARMY. 
In taking men out of civil life and submitting 


tant consideration is digestion. A good cook is as 
important as a good shot, or more. The health 
and morale of a command depend very largely on 
good food, and this cannot be had unless there are 
competent cooks and a proper equipment for them. 
Under our system we pay $30 a month for cooks 
under the hard conditions of campaigning, whereas 
a competent professional cook cannot be had for less 
than $45 or $50 under the ordinary conditions of 
civil life. 
As for equipment supplied, we have a field kitchen 
that was discarded twenty years ago in Europe. 
This is stupid waste, an outstanding example of 
the backwardness of our military administration. 
We ought to have enough pride in American in- 
telligence and efficiency to make an end of these 
useless defects. Cooks of first grade should be pro- 
cured for every organization and whatever wages 
are necessary to attract them should be paid un- 
grudgingly. The best equipment in the world should

Plenty of fruit and vegetables and plen- 
ty of cellulose in the shape of bran or 
coarse bread will cause the bowels to 
move three or four times a day. “ This 
is the hormal rhythm, whereas on the or- 
dinary concentrated diet the discharge 
will only occur once a day or once in two 
days or sometimes only once or twicea 
week, and the consequence is that the res- 
idues are retained in the body and time is 
given for the absorption of all the prod-

Instead of this being the case, it is his 
only son, a now 19 year old boy, who is the 
fifth earl, and who is now known to be suc- 
ceeded to the family honors and estates 
on his grandfather's death, in the closing 
month of 1914. The youngster has a sis- 
ter, two years older than himself, little 
Lady Mary Crichton, and both children 
are under the guardianship and care of 
their widowed mother, formerly Lady 
Mary Grosvenor, who is a daughter of the 
late Duke of Westminster and an aunt of 
the present duke of that ilk. 

The next heir to the earldom Is the late 
Lord Crichton’s second brother, Colonel 
the Hon. George Crichton of the Cold-

The estates of little Lord Erne extend 
over an area of some 50,000 acres in Ire- 
land, and his immediate predecessors 
have always lived on terms of amity with 
their tenants. His ancestral home in 
County Fermanagh, where he is spend- 
ing his boyhood, is known as Crom cas- 
tle. The old castle, dating from the mid- 
dle ages, was destroyed by fire in the 
eighteenth century, after having wit- 
nessed one of the bloodiest fights in the 
final struggle made by James II. in Ire- 
land for the retention of his crown. 


— 

The new and present castle was erected 
in the early days of the reign of George 
III., at about a: mile distant from the old 
castle, on an eminence overlooking Lough 
Erne, and commanding one of the most 
exquisite views of the Emerald Isle. It 
is filled with all sorts of art treasures, 
including some magnificent paintings of 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, and almost alone 
among the great country seats of the 
aristocracy, titled and untitled, in Ireland, 
has until now refrained from adopting 
either electricity, or even gas, as an il- 
luminant. In fact, the entire huge pile 
is lighted at night by great oll lamps and 
wax candies. 

Although Lord Erne’s earldom is Irish 
and all his estates are situated inthe Em- 
érald Isle, yet he is the chief of one of the 
most ancient houses of Scotland. the name 
of Thurstanus de Crichton appearing as 
witness to the foundation charter of the 
abbey of Holyrood, at Edinburgh, in 1128, 
while Thomas de Crichton was one of the 
great barons who swore fealty to Edward 


I, of England in 1236. When James I. of 
Scotland to the throne he made a

Crichton lord chancellor of Scotland, and 
it was this dignitary who invited the two 
nephews of Black Douglas to a royal 
feast, and then while they were engaged 
at the repast caused them to be seized 
and murdered. 
James III. elevated the Crichtons to the 
peerage, and the first Lord Crichton of 
Sanquahar, in Scotland, distinguished 
himself at the battle of Lochmoben, in 
1484. The world famous Admirable 
Crichton was a member of this family, 
and as his mother was a Stuart he could 
boast of the royal blood of Scotland.

The sixth Lord Crichton met with his 
death on the gallows. He once arranged 
a friendly bout with the greatest fencing 
master of those days, John Turner. The 
latter’s sword accidentally tore out his 
eye and disfigured him for life. In later 
years he often came into contact, at the 
court of Versailles, with Louis XIV. of 
France, who one day, referring to the scar 
upon his face, casually asked if the man 
who had caused the scar was still alive 
Lord Crichton chafed beneath the sting 
that underlay the question, which rankled 
so severely in his mind that he determined 
to have John Turner's life. So when he 
returned home he entered into a conspir- 
acy with two professional murderers to 
waylay and assassinate John Turner. The 
murderers were apprehended, tried, and 
hanged. Before they died they told the 
whole story of the plot. There was a hue 
and cry for Lord Crichton, and he was 
eventually brought to justice, and ere 
long was swinging from a gallows erected 
in the palace yard at Westminster, facing 
the entrance of Westminster hall.

Sir Walter Nugent of Donore, whose 
marriage to Miss Eileen O'Malley has just 
taken place at the Roman Catholic Church 
of the Assumption, Warwick street, Lon- 
don, is one of the four Nugent baronets, 
and has for a number of years past rep- 
resented South Westmeath in the house 
of commons as a member of the Irish Na- 
tionalist party. The latter comprises two 
baronets within its ranks—namely: Sir 
Thomas Grattan Esmonde, whom I por- 
trayed in these letters a few days ago, and 
Sir Walter Nugent, whose election caused 
Tim Healy to plaintively exclaim that the 
home rule party was rapidly sacrificing 
ite reputation for democracy.

Sir Walter replied to this from the 
platform that “ so long as Irishmen make 
the quarrels of others a source of quarrels 
among themselves, so long will they delay 
the redress of their own grievances.”’ This 
seemed to appeal to the leaguers, who 
gave him a hearty vote of confidence.

Sir Walter ta about 50 years of age, suc- 
ceeded to his elder brother's baronetcy 
just two decades ago, and is descended 
from a certain commander, Capt. Thomas 
Fitzgerald of the royal navy, who distin- 
guished himself in the wars with France. 

The other three Nugent baronets are 
Sir Charles Nugent, who has met with all 
kinds of financial disasters, landing him 
in the bankruptcy court: Sir John Nu- 
gent of Cloncoskoran, County Waterford; 
and Sir Edmund Nugent of West Harling 
hall, in Norfolkshire, who is descended 
from Field Marshal Sir George Nugent, 
married in New York to Marie, daughter 
of Cortlandt Skinner, attorney general of 
the state of New Jersey.

His withdrawal was incorporated in 4 


, letter sent to Roger C. Sullivan, in which 


he says his duties at Washington make 
it impossible for him to continue the pri- 
mary fight against Gov. Dunne. 

The Dunne people hailed the letter as 
an indication that all factions will be to- 
gether behind the state administration 
and that the governor will have no seri- 
ous opposition in the primary. 

Local Sullivan leaders, however, in- 
sisted that Williams’ withdrawal meant 
just the opposite of the construction 
placed on it by the Dunne forces, 


Sullivan Men’s View. 
Mr. Sullivan’s intimate friends, who 
asked that their names be not used, de- 
clared Williams got out of the race, that 
the anti-Dunne faction might center on 
one Man against the governor. In this 
connection several names were given out 
as available timber from which to select 
a man on whom they can center their 
support in opposing the governor. 
Among these are Raymond Robins, re- 
cent chairman and keynoter of the Pro- 
gressive national. convention; Circuit 
Court Clerk John W. *Rainey, Bruce 
Campbell of East St. Louis, and several 
downstate men. 


Robins Considered Strong. 


Raymond Robins was discussed by the 
real Su:i.van men as the stiongest candi- 
date they could back, provided Mr. Rob- 


ins and Sullivan together. in the 1914 


senatorial battle roanded up thousands ot 
more votes than Senator Sherman and 
the Republicans, and that it these two fol- 
lowings couid be united this time there 


_ would be some chance for Robins to win. 


„Robins is going to be with Wilson,” 
said one Sulllvan spokesman last night. 
Wilson is not going to be an easy man 
to beat. Right now he looks as good as 
elected. Robins would not only have the 
support of the national administration, 
but he would bring to his support most of 
the Progressive votes of Illinois.” 


Urged to Run for Congress. 


As soon as friends of, Gov. Dunne in

drawn from the gubefnatorial contest 
they urged him to go on the ticket’ for 
congressman at large again. They prom- 
ised to support him for that place.

William O. Krohn, specialist in nervous 
troubles and mental disorders, by the at- 
torneys for the defense, the answers to 
which he will be expected to give as ex- 
pert testimony on the stand, probably 
Thursday. * 
_ What these questions will de Dr. 
Krohm doesn’t yet know, but it is not 
hard to guess at their subject matter. 
Dr. Krohn has made a careful psycho- 
logical study of Will Orpet. He has had 
long interviews with him. He has stud- 
led closely the evidenre presented as to 
the temperament, mental condition, and 
habits of Marion Lembert. 


About That “Mental Haze.” 

Dr. Krohn probably will testify that 
the “mental hase which Orpet said 
overcame him when he saw Marion Lam- 
bert lying dead in Helm's woods was not 
abnormal, not a malady of the mind, but 
a natural condition likely to affect any 
one under the same circumstances. 

He is expected to analyze this condition 
to show that it would not necessarily pre- 
vent Orpet from remembering where he 
had thrown the bottle containing mo- 
lasses and water. 

In all probability Dr. Krohn will show 
that from an expert study of Orpet’s na- 
ture, his conversation, his habits, his 
mental condition, and his testimony, that 
it would have been foreign to the facts 
and circumstances in the case for him to 
have had murder in his heart. 


Supports Suicide Theory. 

As an alienist and psychologist, he will 
be looked upon to prove that the physical 
facts coincide with the theory of the de- 
tense that Marion Lambert took her own 
Ute, that her disposition and frame ot 
mind were such as to have enabled her 
to be the apparently happy and rollicking 
girl she was when she left the house that 
morning, and yet to have taken the poison 
within an hour’s time. 

But there may be still more important 
testimony of another kind given by Dr. 


Krohn. He has been the chemical ad- 


viser of the defense. While primarily he 
is not a toxicologist, he gave expert tes- 
timony on the effects of chloroform for 
the state in the trial of Dr. Haldane 
Cleminson, who was convicted of wife 
murder. He may be asked a few perti- 
nent questions regarding the effects of 
cyanide, and if he is his testimony will be 


flatly contradictory, it is supposed, to 
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that given by Dr. Webster for the state 
and in corroboration of that of young 


Orpet. 


Number of Convulsions. 

Dr. Webster testified that a victim of 
cyanide poisoning passes through but 
one tetanic comvulsion. Onpet said Ma- 
tion Lambert had three convulsions 
before she finally lay calm in the still 
of death. | 

“If you were asked te tw were possible | 
for a victim of cyanide poisoning to have 
more than one convulsion, what would 
your answer be?” Dr. Krohn was asked. 

“T would say it was not only possible 
but probable,” he replied. “It is pos- 
sible for a person who takes cyanide to 
pass through many convulsions. A per- 
gon may have one convulsion. He may 
have sixteen. It depends on many 
things; whether the stomach is empty; 
the physical condition of the victim; the 
strength of the poison; whether the per- 
son is killed by the fumes or the action 
of the poison in the stomach. 

“Of 280 cases on record, the shortest 
time given for death to occur is ten 
seconds. Often the victim is affected 
by the fumes, asphyxiated, before the 
poison reaches the stomach. The fumes 
are likely to effect the nerve centers of 
the brain first.“ 

Doesn’t Act Instantly. 

“Tt has been said that cyanide kiMs as 

soon as it touches the tongue,“ was sug- 


| gested. 
I do not believe that to be true,“ he 


replied. ‘“‘ Experiments on animals do 
not show this. When the convulsions have 
passed and the features are in calm re- 
pose and the victim is still, death may not 
have set in. One unfamiliar with these 
e rcumstancerg may bes led to the belief 
that ea person is dead before life is extinct. 
‘But remember, I do not pose as a 
chemist or toxicologist. Iam merely giv--: 
ing you these statements as facts of rec- 
ord, things I have read in my studies.” 


Death Thought Momentary. 
„Would you say, doctor, that a girl of 
Marion Lambert's age, who had planned 
suicide, could have appeared in such a 
happy frame of mind only a few hours be- 
fore she took her life? 

„A girl of that age and tempe:ament 
may think of suicide and yet only think 
about it in her gloomy periods. When 
she is happy the thought disappears. 
When she is sad it returns. This is espe- 
cially true of a person of a neurotic, ner- 


vous temperament.” 
„Would you say Miss Lambert was of 


this temperament?" |

He died in the jewelry establishment he 
had maintained since 1882, and which 
once was the gathering place of the 
wealth and fashion of the city—1554 Wa- 
bash avenue. 

His friends say he was despondent be- 
cause the Chicago he knew—the Pull- 
mans, the Hendersons, the Palmers, the 
Hibbards—had all moved away, leaving 
him in what was to become the tainted 
corner of thé First ward. Yesterday he 
completed the sale of his once t 
jewelry and ert establishment toe firm of 
auctioneers. He talked for a 
with two representatives of the new 
and then went into a rear room.

Unique in Old Chicago, ~ 
Mr. Townsend was unique in the life of 
Chicago thirty years ago. He held high 


and all the older families whose homes 
were in lower Michigan avenue and Prai- 
rie avenue. Little by little commerce 
drove out his best patrons and he found 
himself surrounded by automobiles and 
the homes of his patrons razed to make 
room for business blocks. 

Even in the last few weeks,” said for- 
mer Senator Francis Brady, an old friend 
of Townsend, “his old patrons came to 
callon him. Mrs. Pullman was one of his 
best clients in arts and antiques. 


Noted Antique Collector, 

He wae regarded as one of the fore- 
most collectors of bric-a-brac and an- 
tiques in the city. He was often called 
upon by insurance companies to esti- 
mate the value of art objects that might 
have been concerned in fires. We used 
to joke him about e picture he owned. 
He grew tired of it and sold it for $1,000. 
Afterwarde a monk, visiting at St. John’s 
church, examined it and discovered it 
to bee fifteenth century work worth $30,- 
000. That wae about the only mistake 
he ever made. 

He probably brooded over the loss 
of business and because he had to sell 
the store he had owned for nearly a half 
century. I knew him when I was a boy 
and he was always known esa big man 
in the district.“ 


Suicide Laid to Business Loss, 

Townsend lived at 1623 Prairie ave- 
nue. He was twice married. While no 
direct cause ig known for the suicide. 
it is believed his business was falling 
off. He sold hie jewelry store to Sam- 
vel L. Winternitz & Co., auctioneers, and 
agreed to turn the place over 
morning. 

Two representatives of the purchasers, 
Mathias Heineman, 4514 North Artesian 
avenue, and William Fuchs, 5125 West 
Twenty-eecond place, called at the store 
to take charge. Townsend telephoned to 
his wife to come to the store. She hur- 
ried to the store and was found by the 
police with her husband's head in her lap. 

There was a note to Mrs, Townsend, 
but this was kept secret until the in- 
quest today. It also became known that 
Townsend had arranged to meet his at- 
torney this morning to make a new will. 


Writes Own “Obituary.” 
Townsend was a candidate against Ald. 
John J. Coughlin in 1910 and made a 
strong campaign, but was defeated. In 
connection with that campaign he wrote 
the following personal obituary” of 
himself for Tam Tri8Unp, which has been 
preserved and is now published as fol- 
lows:
